Programme Notes 


Organ Concerto, Op.4, No. 3 
G.F. Handel 


The creation of the concerto for organ 
and orchestra is sometimes attributed to 
George Frideric Handel, who in 1735 
composed his Opus 4, a set of six organ 
works. On December 12, 1939 in New 
York City, Emanuel Feuermann and Franz 
Rupp recorded for RCA the cellist’s 
transcription of the Adagio and Allegro 
from Handel’s G minor organ concerto. 
Sixty years later, Feuermann’s masterful 
arrangement and his peerless 1939 
recording remain icons of the cellist’s art. 
The arrangement for four cello soloists 
and ensemble retains many of 
Feuermann’s cellistic adaptations of 
Handel’s masterpiece. 


Suite from Pictures at an Exhibition 
Modest Mussorgsky 


Born in Darevo, Russia, in 1939, 
Modest Mussorgsky was the mainly self- 
taught composer of “the Five”, a group 
that also included Balakirev, Cui, 

-odin, and Rimsky-Korsakov. In 1874 
Mussorgsky was inspired by the drawings 
and watercolors of his coutryman, Victor 
Hartmann (1834-1873), and composed his 
piano masterpiece, Pictures at an 
Exhibition, of which Tuileries, The Old 
Castle, and Ballet des poussins are three 
of the movements. A perennial favorite 
of audiences and musicians alike, Pictures 
at an Exhibition has been the subject of a 
half dozen orchestral transcriptions, the 
most famous of which is by Maurice 
Ravel. 


Sonata in A Major, G. 4 
Luigi Boccherini 


The New York Times critic Olin 
Downes once wrote: “Horace Britt gave 
an admirably conceived and expressive 
interpretation of the Boccherini sixth cello 
sonata.” During his seven decades on 
stage, the great Belgian cellist became 
well known for his performances of 
Boccherini’s most often played work. 
During the 1930’s Britt made two 
successful arrangements of the Adagio 
and Allegro; one for cello and harp that 
he played often with Carlos Salzedo and 
another for three cellos that was first 
performed in New York at the Maverick 
Theatre in Woodstock, when he was 
joined by Warwick Evans and Carlo 
Piscatello. It is the latter that we hear 
tonight. 


Hungarian Dance, No. 5 
Johannes Brahms 


Johannes Brahms is one of the 
greatest masters of music. In Vienna he 
assimilated the poetic and sentimental 
expressiveness of the age, and his 
arrangements of twenty Hungarian dances 
for piano duet (without opus numbers) 
have enjoyed special popularity with 
musicians and audiences alike, appearing 
in many versions for orchestra or small 
ensemble. 


Galop from The Comedians 
Dmitry Kabelevsky 


Dmitry Kabelevsky was a pupil of 
Nikolai Miaskovsky at the Moscow 
Conservatory. The light-hearted Galop is 
drawn from his original suite, The 
Comedians, a work characterized by vivid 
harmony, rhythmic spontaneity, and 
emotional vivacity. 


Adagietto from Symphony No 5 
Gustay Mahler 


Gustav Mahler began composing his 
Symphony No. 5 in the summer of 1901. 
It contains as its third movement the 
celebrated Adagietto for strings and harp, 
one of Mahler’s best-known symphonic 
movements. This music of stark intensity 
was used by Luciano Visconti for the 
soundtrack of his film of Thomas Mann’s 
“Death in Venice”. 


Hungarian Rhapsody, Op. 68 
David Popper 


Cellist David Popper was born in 
Prague in 1843. On the recommendation 
of Franz Liszt, he accepted an

appointment to teach in Budapest in 1886, 
but continued to concertize widely, often 
appearing in chamber music recitals with 
Johannes Brahms, Clara Schumann and 
the Hubay-Popper Quartet. Popper 
composed more than sixty works for his 
instrument, many of which were the most 
often played genre pieces of the period. 
Hungarian Rhapsody, Op. 68, dedicated 
to the Belgian cellist Jean Gérardy, was 
first performed in 1894 in Budapest by 
Popper. The work shares certain musical 
ideas with Liszt’s Sixth Hungarian 
Rhapsody. Composed in the “csardas 
style” it alternates melancholy, highly 
embellished gypsy melodies with 
breathtaking pyrotechnics.
